PERSIA AND CENTRAL ASIAN 
QUESTIONS, , 


Srice the signiag of the Anglo-Russian 


la reflections in a portly tome under 
the title of ‘* The Bivalry.of Russia and 
England in Central Asia.” General 
Gnrutrorr’s chief object is. manifestly to 
disabuse the Russion public of certain 
illusions it has long cherished in regaid 
to the relative positions of Russia and 
England in the Middle Fast. He is 
evidently a warm supporter of the Angle- 
Bussion Convention, which he’ thinks 
has delivered Russia from 2 dangerous 
temptation, and throughout his account 
of the moves end countermoves of Rus- 
sian and British policy in Asia heempha- 
sises the necessity, the inevitability, and 
tho great advantage to Russia of just 
such an Agreement as that which was 
concluded in 1007. ‘The conviction 60 
long prevalent in Russia that “in 
Gentral Asia Russia is the, mistress of 
the situation in everything that con- 
corns thescourity of India” he describes 
as wholly illusory, and he quotes with 
approval Goneral Kororarein’s dictum 
that “those perils and sacrifices which 
have already. fallen to our lot, ‘or. arvait 
us in the future as a result of the 
attitude we adopted in the Far East, 
should serve asa warning to us when 
we dream of securing an outlet to the 
waters of the Indian Ocean at Shahbar”” 
General Grutvorr absolutely rejects the 
familior argument that Russia necds an 
Indian eampaign ag a diversion inorder 
to free her. hands for a war: of conquest 
against Turkey. He condemns the 
frivolous self-agsurance with which the 
idea of an invasion of ‘India was 60 
frequently advocated, and points out 
that in Russia the question of such an 
invasion hes never yct been discussed 
on the basis of clear and accurate 
information regarding the geographical 
and strategical conditions involved. 
There are, he says, no works im Russian 
to be compared with those of Maccrecor, 
| Rawzixson, Hayy, and other English 
writers'on questions of Asiatic policy. 
‘Further, General Grunyorr points .out 
that the continual absorption with the 
idea of a possible conflict with England 
in Contral Asia, and the ‘preference 
consequently given to strategie aboyeall 
other administrative considerations in 
that region, has. obscured. the enormaus 
economic yalue of Turkestan to Russia, 
and led to a regrettable diversion of 
energy. He considers that one of the 
chief gains of the Convention will be 
tliat it will fee Russia's hands in this 
respect, and.that it will now ‘be possible 
to proceed viguronsly to the work of 
developing the immense latent resources 
of the country, and of building railways 
and opening up other ways of com- 
munication ixitanded ‘not primarily for 
strategic purposes. :

notes, apd’u large quantity of subsidiary 
coin. Inv addition to this, they broke 
open tho till in the shop counter and ex- 


+f tracted about $60 in small money, as woll as 


a silver watch, Having completed their 
work, the thioves raa away in the direction 
af the Yaumati Police Station, An alarm 
was given, and Lance-Sargt. Mills was 
g00n among those in-pursuit of the robbers. 
Ho had not gone very far, however, when 
one of the gang turned round and shot 
him in the abdomen, causing him to drop 
on.the spat." P, CO, Hedge was also on the 
track of the men by this time, 
seeing what liad occurred, he pronyplly f 
at Lance-Sergt. Mills! nasailant, qui 
bringing him to the ground. The wounde!’ 
police officer and his nssistant were quick- 
ly brought across to Hongkong, but the 
robber soon exprred.

matter was reported, and the police were 
thus greatly handicapped in endeavouring 
to trace the thieves.
